The Libdary hours have been changed with the consent of the 
Library Trustees andthe library is now open Tuesdays and 
Fridays from 3 to 5 and 7 to 9 p.m. 


1969 has been a year of many changes in your library ''some 
good - some bad,"' 


In the spring the Surry Four Corners Extension group offered 
to paint the downstairs rooms which developed into a scene of 
utter chaos for the Librarian who was now faced with the task of 
cleaning out and liquidating the many books that had been stored 
for many years in the basement, 


However, this task was accomplished with the help of Dorothea 
Kitlan, Mary Fosher and Emlen Pitfield. We sold some of the 
books to the Keene State College, some to John Perry and some 
were place on sale at the Bicentennial Celebration. 


After the basement was cleaned out the Four Corners Club 
came in and painted, hung draperies and whipped the two rooms 
into presentable shape, for which we are very grateful. With the 
help of money given by Harold Mayo the library acquired a modern 
tile lined rest room with running water. 


Then came the Bicentennial Celebration with the Library being 
the place where old documents, pictures, maps and etc. were on 
display. Many people helped make this display an outstanding 
success. Among them, Floyd Britton, Allen Harvey (grandson of 
James Harvey), Towar Arnold, Calvin Frink and others. During 
the Bicentennial Celebration two spruce trees were planted on the 
Library lawn. 
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In July we received word from the State Library in Concord 
that they no longer would receive Federal funds from the present 
Administration so, our very efficient book buying program at 38% 
discount through the State purchasing division went down the drain.

All librarians in the state, including 
your own are rather dismayed over this reduction in Federal funds. 


The Story Hour with the help of Mary Fosher is on the second 
Friday of each month from 4 to 5 p.m. in the afternoon and the 
free movies are usually on the third Thursday evening at 7:30 p.m. 
We have had a Valentine party, a Christmas party and with the 
Parents Club a reception for the teachers at the Library. 


Several gifts have been given the Library including fireplace 
tools and a screen from Joy Barrett and a braided rug from 
Dorothea Kitlan. 

On the whole, 1969 has been a very busy and hectic year.

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NORTH CHESHIRE COUNTY HOME HEALTH SERVICE 


A new health service is now available to the townspeople of 
Gilsum, Marlow, Stoddard, Sullivan and Surry. This service has 
in its employ a registered professional nurse, Mrs. Edith 
Hasbrouck, and on a part-time basis, Miss Adelaide Bordeen, a 
qualified physical therapist. 


The purpose of the Health Service is to provide nursing care 
ordered by your physician and to teach a member of the family to 
carry out the needed care after the nurse has left. The nurse will 
visit mothers of new babies, to aid and assist in the instruction of 
care for the new-born, 


Other services supplied will be free clinics held throughout 
the year such as the measles clinic held November 6, 1969 at the 
Gilsum Elementary School. 


People insured under the Medicare Program will be eligible 
for the nursing care under that program, others will be chargeda 
fee of $3.00 which scaled downward in case of need. NOONE will 
be refused care because of inability to pay. To help support this 
service a membership drive was held in the five towns and will be 
done annually. 


The North Cheshire County Home Health Service office is 
housed in the Gilsum Fire Station and the nurse is available to you 
from 9:00 a.m. until 1:00 p.m., Monday through Friday. The 
phone number of the service office is 357-0969 and calls should be 
made between 9:00 and 9:30 a.m. 


If you should have any questions about the service, contact your 
physician, Department of Public Health & Welfare, or your local 
board member.

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Report of fhe Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


Less fortunate than our northern towns, we had too many fires. 
Carelessness in burning trash and discarding smoking material and 
children playing with fire caused most of the fires. Your Forest Fire 
Warden’s job would be easier if everyone understood the State laws 
that govern the kindling of outdoor fires. A synopsis of these laws 
follow: 


FIRE PERMIT 

A fire permit is needed for all outdoor fires in or near woodland 
anytime the ground is not covered with snow. This includes household 
waste burning, even if in an incinerator, grass burning, garden trash as 
well as brush burning. Such burning is restricted by regulation to be 
prior to 9:00 a.m. and after 5:00 p.m. 


EXCEPTIONS 

Commercial or industrial burning is allowed anytime under normal 
conditions with permission of the District Chief and a permit from the 
Fire Warden. 


Camp or cooking fires are allowed on your own property with 
permission of the Fire Warden. On another’s property with written per- 
mission of the landowner and permission of the Fire Warden. The 
Warden can forbid such fires if in a hazardous area. Permits for cooking 
fires in the White Mountain National Forest can be obtained from the 
Laconia Office or at the Ranger Stations. Permits are not required in 
public camp or picnic grounds where fireplaces have been built for 
this purpose. 


PENALTIES 

1. For kindling a fire without a permit. Maximum of $200.00 fine; or 
imprisonment for not more than 60 days. 

2. For kindling a fire by any means wilfully or recklessly that shall 
endanger woodlands the maximum fine is $500.00 or one year’s 
imprisonment. 

3. For failure to totally extinguish a camp or cooking fire before leav- 
ing it the same penalties as in (1) above. . 

4. For dropping inflammable material in or near woodland, maximum 
fine is $25.00. 

Fire prevention is a personal matter and a good habit. Keep our 

town free from smokes in 1970.
